It was very difficult and time consuming 
for us to track Anadarko's proposed changes by hand. Using this method will be an effective 
method to save time on this project. 

SECOND, we anticipate reaching out to Chris Martin this week in order to expedite discussion 
on Anadarko's proposed Loyalsock State Forest Development Plan. Our intent is to facilitate 
on-the-ground coordination of the proposed development plan to keep things moving smoothly. 
The following is an example of the topics we would like to discuss; 

• APC conduct a survey of your land holdings as we believe the geographical 
representation on maps previously submitted is not accurately depicted on the 
proposed development maps. As a result, some infrastructure is cited on COP fee 
lands; 

• Suggested alternatives to compressor stations cited in the Bureau's Recreation 
Opportunity Spectrum or "ROS" areas and areas already heavily used by the 
public for recreation; 

• Tower construction needs; 

• Minor modifications to infrastructure location and Anadarko's dcvelopmenlplan; 
and, 

• Several other suggested topics for discussion. 

As such, please advise if there is someone else besides, or in addition to, Chris in your 
Williamsporl office that we should contact to begin discussions.
